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Emil Ehrmann’s Case Stirs Up Class Feeling— 
C IRCUIT JUDGE FORTUNE'S order for the re- 
lease of Emil Ehrmann, head of the Ehrmann 
Manufacturing company, charged with killing Edward 
Wade, a union teamater, on $25,000 bail has atirred 
up a feeling that is unfortunate. Radical socialists, 
particularly, have had a loud volca to claim that 
Mr. Ehrmann’s money ls reaponsible for the court 
action, and that he has been shown a discrimination 
in granting to a rich man what would have been re- 
fused a poor man. Arhang those of lesa eagerneas to 
seize upon that which will stir up an unwholesome 
class feeling, and among those of an open spirit of 
tair-mindednesa, in and out of union labor ranks, it 
is taken that ff the law admits Mr. Ehrmann to bail 
he should have hia freedom until a jury passes upon 
the question of whether or not he is guilty of the 
crime charged against him. 

It Is practically the unanimous opinion of the Vigo 
bar that Judge Fortune had no alternative and that 
it was mandatory for him to admit Mr. Ehrmann to 
bail, unless he played politica from the bench and 
refused ball, belleving that he would thereby attract 
votes of a certain class if he Is a candidate for re- 
election. 

Under the coustitution every public offense is 
bailable except two, treasan and first degree murder. 
Mr. Ehrmann was indicted by a grand jury on a 
charge of first degree murder. Under the statutes 
of Indiana a prisoner indicted for murder in the first 
degree has the right to go into court before the time 
of his trial, and ff it is shown by witnesses for the 
state and witnessea for the defense that there Is a 
strong presumption of failing ta establish proof of 
first degree murder, which requires that premedita- 
tion he Proven, ha is entitled to release on bond until 
hia trial takes place, 

Indiana court decisions are to the effect that the 
right of self-defense extends from a parent to a child, 
from a husband to a wife, from a master to a ser- 
vant, and that a man may protect his property or 
place of business from attack, or suppress a riot, even 
to the extent of taking the life of another. 

In the hearing for bail Mr. Ehrmann's attorneys 
brought out by witnesses that a riot was threatened 
at the Ehrmann plant, that an employe was being at- 
tacked and that there was the appearance of a 
crowd of over a hundred men and women attempting 
to force Ita way into the Ehrmann nlant on the even- 
ing of the shooting. Witnesses als testified that the 
man who lost his life was armed wiih a “billy,” which 
was produced in court. 

In the light of Indiana court decialona that give a 
man the right of self defense, the right of a master to 
protect a servant, the right of a property owner to 
protect his property, and the right of a citizen to 
quell a riot, it cannot be denied that the evidence pro- 
duced before Judge Fortune was of such a nature 
that there ia little chance of a jury convicting Mr. 
Ehrmann on a charge of firat degree murder, which

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demands proving premeditation to take the life of 
the person the defendant kills. 

Mr. Ehrmann did not know Mr. Wade. To his 
knowledge he had never seen Mr. Wade until the 
tragedy. 

Mr. Ehrmann's adımlesion to bail was ordered on 
the ground that the Indiana statutes make It manda- 
tary for a judge to grant bail to a prisoner charged 
with first degree murder if the evidence Is net clear 
or the presumption of guilt is not strong that he 
took a human Hfe with premeditation or that he was 
not justified in the violence that produced death. 
Without premeditation the crime of taking a life be- 
comes manslaughter, which la bailable. 

* Stories of “Manufactured” Evidence Absurd. 

From the character of the witnesses heard, lt must 
be taken that the stories of the “billy” evidence being 
manufactured are absurd. The defense brought out 
that the prosecutor's office was in possession of this 
Wade “billy” within forty-eight hours after the shoot- 
ing. For several days the prosecutor's office sought 
to conceal the fact lt had the “billy” or that it knew 
of ita existence, and it required strong pressure upon 
the public officials to make an adınlssion to attorneys 
for the defense, who had a legal wright to inspect the 
weapon, that the “billy” had been found or that It was 
in the prosecutor's office. 

The Ehrmann case, from the class feeling it Is en- 
gendering, is the most unfortunate tragedy of vio- 
lence Terre Haute has known. It may be admitted 
that Wade, who had never been employed at the 
Ehrmann plant, went there on the day he lost his 
lite anticipating violence and to be a ringleader in 
expected trouble, and that he got in the fullest meas- 
ure all be was looking for from interference in an 
affair that was none cf his business. It may be ad- 
mitted that Emil Ehrmann, even confronted by seri- 
ous labor troubles, had no business with a gun. It 
may be admitted that no matter if a man beguiles 
himself into thinking he needs a revolver in times of 
atrife, it would be far better to run the risk of some 
persona) injury while unarmed than to commit au 
act of momcatary rashness that does harm to him- 
self and others that can never be undone, merely 
from ylelding to temptation of an impulse that comes 
of having a revolver to be brought into immediate 
use without stopping to reason what foolish impul- 
elvenesa may mean In future atonement. 

But after all these admissions are made, the fact 
still stands forth that had the Ehrmann factory been 
given police protection {t was entitled to, pending an 
adjustment of labor troubles, Wade would be alive, 
Ehrmann would not be e prisoner, the strike would 
have been settled by urbitration, as it was on the 
verge of being settled through the Commercial club 
until the unrestrained violence of militant picketing 
and fighting aroused stubborness in the Ehrmann 
management, while both Emil and Albert Ehrmann, 
the two owners of the plant, were absent from the 
elty, one In Florida and the other in France. 

Police Valueless Except in a Political Machine, 

Emil Ehrmann returned just when the violence was 
at its height and the police were doing nothing to 
stop it. The police department could have dispersed 
In a minute the crowd that gathered seeking trouble 
the evening the tragedy occurred. The crowd had 
:ollected to witness retaliation from a scuffle that took 
plage the evening before In the absence of protection 
from the police. 

The police department detailed patrolmen to stay 
at the Ehrmann plant from the moment that there 
was losa of life, after refusing protection before there 
had been nloodshed. 

The action of the police department in furnishing 
men after « life had been lost instead of at the time 
bloodshed could have heen prevented, was a frank 
admission that the value of the Terre Haute police 
lies only in being a very expensive part paid by the 
taxpayers of whatever political machine happens to 
be in power, rather than for any service of value it 
performs for the city. 

Aa a result of the police department’s worthless- 
ness a life was sacrlficed, Terre Haute is to lose a 
factory, a bitterness of feeling between classes has 
been aroused, and the city has been given a black eye 
amorz manufacturers that Terre Haute is seeking to 
got 

In the trial of Mr. Ehrmann for killing Mr. Wade, 
the Central Labor Union has employed Attorney Joe 
Roach, and the Teamster's union, of which Mr. Wade 
was a member, has retalned Attorney Charles Whit- 
lock. These two lawyers assisted Prosecutor Little 
Dick Werneke and Deputy Prosecutor Foley in oppoa- 
ing the masterly defense of Attorners Finley A. Mc- 
Nutt, M. C. Hamill, John Hickey, Harry S. Wallace, 
Linus A. Evans and J. Everett Sanders. Attorneys 
for the prosecution fought every Inch of the ground, 
but foresaw that they had little hope of preventing an 
admission to bail. 

This trial is attracting more wideepread Interest 
than any court proceeding in the annals of Vigo 
county. 

It may be six ınontus, or a year or two years before 
Emil Ehrmann ís brought to trial on the Issues of the 
case. 
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Varieties Policy for Season of 1918-1914— 
COMPLETE change in the local theatrical 

situation has taken place and with the be- 
-ginning of the 1913-1914 season, Jack Hoeffler who 
has been in the vaudeville end eight yeara will be 
entirely out and T. W. Barhydt, Jr., who has been in 
control of the Grand as the legitimate house with a 
half interest in the vaudeville field probably will 
have nothing to do with the legitimate attractions. 
Neither will Mr. Barhydt have anything to do with 
the vaudeville bookings, it is said, although he re- 
tains a half interest in the Varieties, and In the lot 
at Ninth and Ohio, which is being held as a possible 
site for a new theatre. 

Marcus Heiman and W. S. Butterfield have taken 
over a half Interest in the Varieties sold by Mr. Hoff- 
ler to his former partner, Mr. Barhydt The two 
new men who come into the management of the 
Varieties are said to be backed by a million dollars, 
and both are seasoned showmen experienced In book- 
ing attractions and in knowing how to deal with 
the public. 

The same prices are to be maintained at the Varie- 
tles, but promises of an improvement In the book- 
ings are held forth. The entire program ia to come 
here twice a week from the Grand in Evansville, and 
the same fiva acts will then go to the Orpheum in 
South Bend, which ia managed by C. J. Allardt, who 
came to Terre Haute to build the Varieties, and aft- 
erwards became associated with Mr. Barhydt and Mr. 
Hoeffler, a bueiness alliance that did not last long. 

Mr. Allardt and his brother are now Interested 
with Mr. Heiman in a number of his theatre ven- 
tures. Mr. Heiman, who also operates under the 
name of the Finn and Heiman Amusement company, 
has with Mr. Butterfield a chain of eighteen vaude- 
ville and legitimate theatres, The vaudeville houses 
include the Grand, Evanaville; Majestic, Springfield, 
IIl; Orpheum, Rockford, 111.; Walker Opera house, 
Champaign, Ill.; American, Davenport, la.; Majestic, 
Waterloo, Ia.; Orpheum, Gary, Ind., and the Or- 
pheum, Michigan City, Ind. 

A close affiliation with a number of other houses, 
including the Butterfield circuit, gives the Helman- 
Butterfield-Allardt interests enough business to oc- 
cupy an entire floor of the Majestic theatre building, 
Chicago. On the floor below them la the western of- 
fices of the United Booking vaudeville agency, and on 
the floor above the main offices of the Western Vaude- 
ville Managers association. 

It is said that no decision has been definitely 
reached whether the Varieties will play Western 
Vaudeville acts for next season, or whether there 
will be a change to a combination of Keith and 
United Booking acts. With a circuit in a position 
to offer acts twenty to twenty-six continuous weeks 
of work and short railroad jumps, it is likely that the 
Varieties will have better programa from the fact the 
circuit will attract a better grade of acts than haa 
been playing the small time, or at least better than 
Terre Haute has had to accept. 

T. W. Barhydt Is to be general manager in charge 
of the local financial end. Ross Garver, who has been 
at the Varieties a number of years, will be house 
manager. In his new position Mr. Barhydt will have 
nothing to do with the bookings or with coming into 
contact with the public. Relieved of having to deal 
directly with the public and having none of the wor- 
ries of arranging the bookings or deciding on what 
amount of money shall be spent for a bill, no bet- 
ter man could he found to attend to the financial 
side of the business. Mr. Garver haa the right tem- 
perament for coming into direct contact with the pub-

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Police Responsible for Ehrmann Tragedy— 

LMOST direct responsibility for the tragedy at 
the Ehrmann Workingmen's clothing factory 

Tuesday evening when Emil Ehrmann shot and killed 

Edward Wade, a strike sympathizer, ia placed upon 

the police department, 

For weeks the police have refused protection to 
workers in the factory. Every night a crowd of 
picketa has congregated at the doors to waylay the 
giris who wanted to work. Rotten eggs have come 
into frequent play and there has been much other 
violence. 

A few weeka ago three workers In the factory were 
pursued by a crowd of atrikera down South Kighth 
street, The three girla finally were driven to take 
refuge In the home of Samuel Pletat, 805 South 
Eighth street. The family living in this house was 
unknown to the girla who sought protection, and 


when the householders asked the police to disperae ` 


the etrikore, the response frum police headquarters 
wae a polnt blank refusal, The cause given over the 
telephone for a failure tc respond to a call for pro- 
tection was that "We (the police) are .aking no part 
in that thing.” 

On the evening of the tragedy two bicycle police- 
men went to the Ehrmann plant, but returned to 
headquartera without rendering any service after 
they had been called, 

The sympathy of the police department haa been 
against the Ehrmann management. Union labor has 
been unanimously against the Ehrmann company. 
And for that matter so has the united business In- 
tereats of Terre Haute. Nowhere has the Ehrmann 
management had endorsement in the stand It has 
taken, for the differences were too trivial between em- 
ployera and employea to warrant keeping up strike 
conditions. Everyone wha bons investigated the 
trouble has come away blaming the management for 
pigheadnesa and a lack of judgment or diplomacy in 
prolonging labor trouble that would easily have ad- 
mitted of arbitration, according to every outsider 
who haa investigated the situation. 

But however unanimous the feeling may have been 
agalnst the Ehrmann management, the police depart- 
ment la paid to prevent vlolence and to protect every 
citizen. The police department draws Its pay from 
both union and non-union sympathizers. Some of 
the girls In tha Ehrmann factory were there because 
they needed the money for the support of themselves 
and. thelr families and because no other work was 
offered. Ag citizens of Terre Haute they were entitl- 
ed to protection from violence in any lawful pursuit 
or employment. 

The Ehrmanna have been big taxpayers of Terre 
Haute for a good many years. They have contribut- 
ed a great share toward the nolleeman's pay. But 
whether the policemen had recelved all or none of 
their pay from the Ehrmann, interests, the militant 
picketing that has been permitted day after day at 
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Because

the Ehrmann plant has been an outrage and a dis- 
grace to Terre Haute. The management was goaded 
to the furtheat enda. 

Now the report has gone all over the country that 
Terre Haute ia such a hot bed of labor trouble that 
the proprictor of a factory haa killed a strike aym- 
patbizer. Factories secklng new locations shun la- 
bor trouble centers. The facts do not bear out that 
Terre Haute la a center of labor troublea, but when 
other factory owners read that a factory proprietor 
has felt himself called upon to kill a man, the im- 
mediate conclusion la, where was the police depart- 
ment in thia hot bed of labor agitation; can a fac- 
tory owner get no protection if he dues. have labor 
trouble? The merc mental asking of those queationa 
puts Terre Haute down as a city never to be thought 
of aa a factory site without even looking into the mat- 
ter. 

Terre Haute has had enough handicaps to work 
under. But here is one more. Had the police de- 
partment kept the pickets at u greater distance from 
the factory und prevented the violence that has been 
indulged in every evening, Ed Wade would be living, 
Emil Ehrmann would not be charged with murder, 
aud Terre Haute would not be given another black 
eye in ita days of many troubles. And had they per- 
formed their duty they would have done no more 
than Is compulsory in every well governed city where 
the police are made to suppress violence regardless 
of thelr personal sympathies, 

Terre Haute has one of the most costly police de- 
partments in the state and one of the moat worthless, 
The force la a third larger than It ought to be except 
for purposes of building up a political machine, It 
is one of the sources ot the high tax rate, and with 
all the men on the force the pay roll represeuts 
money that might as well be dumped In the Wabash 
river as far am any good the department does. 

The policemen are unorganized and undisciplined, 
They drink on duty in full uniform as freely as when 
off duty, and every drink or cigar taken from a 
salooukeeper is petty graft. A policeman no more 
thinks of paying for what he gets in a saloon than 
he thinks of forgetting to call tor bis salary warraut 
issued for every thirty days of loafing. Tea or 
twelve men do practically all the work that is odne 
by the entire department and that means thousands 
of dollars a year in wasted money. 

This condition doesn't exist because the men are a 
bad lot as a whole, but because they are human be- 
ings. Terre Haute policemen offer as fine a lot of 
timber as ls to be found anywhere for proper train- 
ing and discipline, but in no organization will men 
work when they know no wor! is expected of them, 
If half a dozen policemen wink It is all right to 
“graft” from saloonkeepers, the others take the same 
view, and to avold having anything put over on them 
they feed and drink und smoke at the expense of the 
saloonkeepers and suffer the resulting demoraliza- 
tion. 

Responsibility for the Immense waste the police 
department is to Terre Haute and for the disregard 
of a regulation against policemen drinking while on 
duty, or not paying for what they get In saloons, resta 
not on the patrolmen, but squarely on the shoulders 
of the board of safety, composed of Guorgu Burget, 
Tom Perkins, E. Z. Hanks and upon Chief Fasig, and 
perhaps upon Mayor Loole from whom no one expects 
anything except to say yes or no according to tho 
ordera he gets from Mr. Lan b or a commund from 
Traction Manager Grover, al er he hag had a nice 
ride in the traction manager's automobile, or a fine 
meal, or a good drink at the traction company’s ex- 
pense, 

It the board of safety lets the Mhrmann tragedy go 
by without a thorough shake-up it will establish itself 
as being as incompetent as Mayor Lamb Loaie. 

Until Messra, Hanks, Burget and Perkins went on 
the board of safety they were reputed to be capable, 
honest men, well able to conduct the police and fire 
departments in a way that would produce efficient 
and economical results, Ag matters stand (hey have 
one of the most expensive and most worthless police 
departments in the state. Only a few months remain 
for Mesars. Burger, Hanks and Perkins to prove that 
they were worthy of what the people thought of them 
when they went Into office. 

At the end of three years by stopping public 
gambling the board of safety recently saved itself 
from being put down In the publie mind as recelving 
a share of the protection moncy that must have been 
paid for having the widest of wide open towns. This 
board has a few more months to further re-establish 
lost confidence by setting at work at once to remedy

occupied by the now defunct New York Suit and 
Cloak company; the room at 909 Wabash avenue va- 
cated by the Union Clothing company, which has 
moved to the old Sutherland-Martin atand; the room 
in the Foster building that was occupied by the 
Arlington Milla company, and the room at 19 North 
Sixth, belonging to Demas Deming and leased to the 
Moore-Langen Printing company, which had it sub- 
leased to the Columbia Graphaphone company, until 
the latter concern changed to Wabash avenue; the 
three rooms in the Steen block on Ohio street which 
were vacated by the Wulschner Stewart Music com- 
pany, when that concern moved its store from Terre 
Haute, and the one vacated by the Citize’.s Trust com- 
pany which moved to the Foster block on Wabash 
avenue, and the Ford Auto agency room; the room 
vacated by ine “skidooed" Story-Clark Piano com- 
pany at Eighth and Ohio in the Odd Fellows building; 
the old John Ford stand in the Rea bullding and the 
room in the Varicties building formerly occupied by 
the Elk theatre.
